AMENDED ORDER

This matter has come before the Court en banc on petition of Hon. H. David Clark
Ii, Chancellor of the Second Chancery Court District, and a Notice of Amendment 1o
Proposed Amended Local Rules of the Second Chancery Court District seeking approval
under M.R.C.P. 83 of revised and amended local rules for the Second Chancery Court
District adopted by order issued by him on November 30, 2001. Having considered the
proposed local rules, this Court found that their adoption will promote the fair and efficient
administration of justice and that they are not inconsistent or in conflict with the Rules of
Civil Procedure or with uther rules adopted by this Court.

By order filed April 11,2002, the Court approved the amended local rules. However,
it has been since called to the attention of the Court that the amended petition contained
certain revisions to Local Rule 15(A) which were not incorporated in Exhibit “A” to this

Court’s order.



IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that the order of this Court issued in this matter is
hereby amended and superceded by this order, and the proposed revised and amended local
rules for the Second Chancery Court district, set out in Chancellor H. David Clark II’s order
1ssued by him on November 30, 2001, are approved, as set out in Exhibit “A” to this order.
Such rules shall supercede and replace the existing local rules ot the Second Chancery Court
District.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the Clerk of this Court shall spread this order upon
the minutes of the Court and shall forward a true certified copy hereof to West Publishing
Company for publication in the Southern Reporter, Second Series, (Mississippi Edition).
The order which 1s amended and superceded hereby, however, shall not be published.

WHEREAS, the Chancery Court for the Second Judicia Didtrict, State of Missssippi, has
heretofore adopted L oca Rulesfor the adminigtration of Court in the Counties comprising the Didtrict; and

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court of the State of Mississippi did, on the 12th day of August 1992,
approve the Loca Rules for the Second Chancery Court District, subject to certain exceptions noted in
its Order; and

WHEREAS, the far and efficient adminigtration of judtice requires that certain amendments,
modifications and additions be made to the Loca Rules for the Second Chancery Court Didtrict in order
to ensure that dl cases on the docket of this Court proceed to fina adjudication in an orderly and timely
faghion.

ITISTHEREFORE ORDERED AND ADJUDGED, pursuant to Rule83, Missssippi Rules
of Civil Procedure, that the Court does hereby adopt the following Amended Loca Court Rules of the
Second Chancery Court Didtrict, State of Mississippi, and does hereby submit sameto the Supreme Court
of Missssppi for congderation.

GENERAL RULES

Commencement of Court. (Revised 04/90).
Court shal commence each day at 9:00 o'clock am. unless otherwise set by order of the
Court.

Establishment of Terms of Court and Ex Parte/Mation Days. (Revised 04/90)

The Court will enter an Order annually establishing the commencement and continuation
of regular terms of Court as well as Motion and Ex Parte Days in the various Counties
comprising the Second Chancery Court Didtrict. If no such order is entered prior to
January 1, the Order for the previous year shal remain in effect.

Duties of the Clerk/Court files. (Revised 11/01)

It shal be the duty of the Clerk, or the Clerk's designated representative, to be present in
the courtroom at dl times Court isin sesson, unless excused by the Court.

Other than Ex Parte and Motion Days, it shal aso be the duty of the Clerk to have
avalable in the courtroom the Court files and Exhibits of al cases set for hearing or
motions that day.

At dl other times, the files of this court shall not be removed from the office of the Clerk
except by permisson of the Clerk. The Clerk shal maintain an appropriate system
whereby court files may be checked out in accordance with thisrule.

Only attorneys, or parties who represent themsdlves, may remove files from the office of
the Clerk, and they shdl assume full respongbility for the safekeeping and return of such
files. In addition, attorneys who have actions set on the court caendar when the Court is
setting in another county shdl check out the file from the Clerk's office and bring sameto
Court for such hearing. In either event, al files shal be promptly returned to the Clerk's
office following the hearing by the Court, or within ten (10) working days from the day
such fileis checked out. (8 9-5-165; M.R.C.P. 79; U.C.C.R. 1.02, 1.04)

It shal dso be the responghility of the Clerk to notify the Bailiff of each day and timethe
Court will be gtting in their County.

Dockets and Caendars. (Revised 11/01)

The Clerk of the Court and the Court Adminigtrator shal maintain General Dockets, Trid

Cdendars, Tria Dockets and other records and books as set forth in Rules 79 and 40 of

the Missssippi Rules of Civil Procedure. [89-17-1, et seq., MissCodeAnn] Asa



minimum, the following dockets shal be maintained & dl times:

1. Genera Docket: A chronological log of activities of dl actions filed with the Court.
Every case filed with the Court islisted on this docket. (8 9-5-201)

2. Probate Docket: All actions for the adminigtration of estates, probate of a will,
gppointment of aGuardian, and appointment of a Conservator are hereby assigned to
the Probate Docket, and shdl be listed thereon.

3. Family Master Docket: All actions filed to establish paternity pursuant to the
Missssppi Uniform Law on Paternity, and al actions filed by the State or County
Depatment of Human Services, or its successor, for the purpose of establishing,
modifying and enforcing ordersfor support, are hereby assgned to the Family Master
fromthe date of filing of same, and shdl be placed on the Family Master Docket until
disposed of by the Family Master by written report or recommendation to the
Chancdlor (8§ 9-5-255). The duly gppointed Family Master shal be authorized to
enter genera adminigrative ordersincluding, but not limited to Orders setting causes
for trid, Ordersof continuance, and Ordersrequiring paternity testing. All final Orders
or Judgments shdl be entered by the Chancellor

4. Trid Cdendar: All cases which have been filed for more than one hundred twenty
(120) days, other than cases on the Probate or Family Master Dockets, shall be
placed on the Trid Cdendar to be st for find hearing, if no find hearing has been
previoudy set. (M.R.C.P.40 & 78)

5. Trid Docket: Thetrid Docket shdl be prepared by the Court Adminigtrator at the
time actions are s&t for trid and shall statethe caseto betried, the date of thetrid, the
attorneys of record in the case, and the place of thetrid. Additiondly, if the matter is
st for trial at a duly conducted docket call, the Tria Docket shdl reflect such
attorneys of record and parties representing themsalves as were present persondly or
by design when the trial docket was set. (M.R.C.P. 40(b) and §89-17-1, et seq.,
Miss.Code.Ann.) In the discretion of the Court, matters and actions on the triad
docket may be tried and disposed of in such amanner asto give preference to those
matters and actions which are approaching the trid standards deadline asestablished
by the Supreme Court.

RULE NO. 5. Scheduling trids, hearings and ex parte matters. (Revised 11/01)
A. Scheduling Rule 81(d)(1) and (2) matters.

1 Uponthefiling of any action or matter lised in M.R.C.P. 81 (d)(1) and (2), Summons
subgtantidly smilar to Form 1D or Form 1DD of said Rules shall be prepared by the
party filing same and issued by the Clerk commanding the defendant or respondent to
appear and defend at atime and place, ether in term time or vacation, a which the
same shdl be heard. Pursuant to thisrule, the attorney filing same may sdect any Ex
Parte or Mation Day as the time and place of such hearing, and shdl immediately
notify the Court Adminigtrator thereof. Alternaively, the attorney filing such matter
may, prior to the issuance of a summonsthereon, obtain adifferent time and place for
such hearing [other than an Ex Parte or Motion Day] by contacting the office of the
Court Adminigtrator.



2 If suchaction or matter isnot heard on the day set for hearing, it may, by order signed
on that day, be continued to alater day for hearing without additional summonsonthe
defendant or Respondent, provided sufficient process on the Defendant was acquired
to make the case otherwise triable on that date. Pursuant to thisrule, the Clerk of the
Court in the county in which said action isfiled is hereby authorized to execute Orders
setting such casesfor hearing, or continuing same, on dates, and at locationswithinthe
digtrict to be designated by the attorney filing same. It shall be the responsibility of said
atorney to obtain the date, time and place of such setting from the Court
Adminigrator.

3 Inthe event that Summons is issued pursuant to this rule for any actions or matters
enumerated in Rule 81(d)(1) and (2) M.R.C.P., and there is not sufficient service of
process upon the Defendant or Respondent to make the cause triable on the date set
in the summons, such process shdl be void and anew Summons must issue pursuant
to thisrule for the Defendant or Respondent. (M.R.C.P. 81)

B. Scheduling other casesfor Trid.

1 Alllrreconcilable Difference divorce actions, and dl actionswherein processisissued
pursuant to MRCP 4, wherein the defendant isin default, will automatically be placed
onthetriad caendar by the Court Adminigtrator. The Court Adminigtrator will then
prepare and forward to counsd for Plaintiff aNotice of Trid Setting advising counsd
of the date, time and place of find hearing of said matter. The Notice of Trid Setting
shdl be in subgtantia conformity with Form CA.5B1.100.

2 Upon completion of process in any action wherein process is issued pursuant to
MRCP 4, and the defendant has answered or otherwise made an appearance, the
Court will enter a Time Standards Order which will, inter dia, set the matter for trid,
subject to the following provisons. The Time Standards Order shdl bein substantia
conformity with Form CT.5B2.100 for contested domestic relations matters, and with
Form CT. 5B2.200 for generd civil actions.

a Indl actionsin which an answer has been filed by any Defendant, the Court will
select atrid date which follows the date for completion of discovery as dlowed
by Uniform Chancery Court Rule 1.10, but prior to the deadline established by the
Supreme Court in its Time Standards for Trid Courts. If no answer is filed
falowing completion of process, the Court will place the action on the Trid
Docket for thefirst available trid date for fina resolution of the matter.

b Counsdsfor dl parties should reserve the entire court term in which each action
is st for trid. Although the trid date established by the Court in its Time
Standards Order isthe preferred date for tria of the matter, same may be caled
up for trid at any time during the entire court term upon proper notice from the
Court.

c Intheevent any attorney shdl have any conflictswith the assgned tria dete, notice
thereof must be received by the Court Administrator within 10 daysfrom the date
of the Tria Standards Order. In such event, counse with such conflict should,
within 15 days from the date of the Trial Standards Order, arrange a conference



cal between the Court Adminigtrator and all counselsfor the purpose of sdlecting
andternaetrid date, failing in which thetria date assgned inthe Time Standards
Order shdl stand.

d Absent unforseen emergency or immediate exigent circumstances, only conflicts
noticed to the Court Administrator within 10 days of the date of the Time
Standards Order shal be considered by the Court. Unforseen emergency or
immediate exigent circumstances shal be considered by the Court on a case by
case basis.

3. Any action may be st for trid by submission to the Court Administrator of an Agreed
Order setting cause for hearing signed by at least one attorney of record for each
party. Such Agreed Order shdl provide ether that:

a All discovery has been completed, and al motions have been previoudy filed and
finaly disposed of; or dternatively,

b SuchOrder may establish deadlinesfor the completion of al discovery, joinder of
parties, designation of experts, as wdl as the filing and hearing of Motions. The
Court Adminigtrator should be contacted to ascertain available dates for tria
Settings.

4. Alterndivey, casesmay be st for trid upon the Motion for Tria Setting of any party,
and proper noticeto dl other parties. Such Motion shdl be set for hearing on any Ex
Parte or Motion day, with notice of such setting provided to the Court Administrator
by the party setting same. However, notice of such Motion need not be made to any
party in default for failure to appear. (M.R.C.P. 5(a))

5. Cases may adso be st for trid a a duly noticed and conducted Docket Setting
pursuant to M.R.C.P. 40.

6. Inno event will such actions be st for trid unless and until process is completed on
dl paties, dl motions have been filed, heard and findly digposed of, and al discovery
is completed, unless prior authorization is obtained from the Court, and an Agreed
Order is entered establishing deadlines for the completion of dl discovery, aswell as
the filing and hearing of dl Motions Once an action isset for Trial, all outstanding
moations shall be deemed withdrawn, and all outstanding discovery shall be
deemedwaived, unlessprovided otherwisein the Order setting said causefor

hearing.

Scheduling motions and ex parte matters.
1. Pursuant to M.R.C.P. 78, dl Motions and Ex Parte Matters shall be scheduled for
hearing in the fallowing manner:

a.  The Court has established and will maintain scheduled daysin vacation for hearing
ex parte matters and motions. Any day designated as an Ex Parte day shall dso
be a Motion Day.

b. The Court Adminidrator shdl maintain an Ex Parte and Motion Docket for each
Ex Parte and Motion Day. Caseswill be cdled on such days as they appear on
the Ex Parte and Motion Docket. Attorneys, or parties representing themselves,
who have matters they wish to schedule on an Ex Parte or Motion Day may do so



by contacting the Court Administrator, whose address is Post Office Box 434,
Forest, Mississippi 39074, and whose telephone number is (601) 469-2447.

c. It shal be the responshility of each attorney, or each party representing
themselves, to produce to the Court the origina court file prior to the hearing of
any case scheduled on an Ex Parte and Motion Day.

RULE NO. 6. Pre-Tria procedures. (Adopted 11/01)
A. Definitions

Theterm “Fling Dae’ shdl refer to the date of the filing of any origind complaint or
petition in any matter.

Theterm “Service of an Answer” shdl refer to the date upon whichan answer isdue
from the last of the Defendants required to respond. If no answer is required by
gpplicable gatutesor rules, the date of “ Service of an Answer” shal bethat date which
isthirty days for divorce actions and dl Rule 81(d)(1) meatters, or seven days for al
Rule 81(d)(2) matters after the date of service of process on the defendant, al as
calculated pursuant to M.R.C.P.6.

Theterm “Target Date’ shdl refer to that date which is one year following the date of
the filing of the complaint/petition [Fling Date] in contested domestic relations cases,
or 18 months following the date of the filing of the complaint/petition [Filing Date] in
generd civil cases.

Theterms“Counsds’ or “Attorneys’ shal include not only atorneys but o pro se
litigants.

B. Scheduling Orders.

1.

An agppropriate Scheduling Order, in substantiad conformity with Form CT.6B1.100,
shdl be submitted to the Court within thirty (30) days of the date of “ Service of an
Answer”, asdefined in thisrule.

Counsdsfor dl parties are under an affirmative duty to timely present the proposed
Scheduling Order to the Court setting forth deadlines required therein, including, but
not limited to deadlines for the joinder of other parties, amendments to pleadings,
service of motions, designation of experts [whether requested by counsdl opposite or
not], service of digpositive motions and thecompl etion of discovery. [The discovery
deadline shdl requirethat dl discovery becompleted and not smply filed by that date.
For example, interrogatories should be filed more than thirty days prior to the
discovery deadline, plusthree days for mailing, if gpplicable. (See M.R.C.P. 6(¢))]
Not later than twenty (20) days after the date of “Service of an Answer”, as defined
inthis rule, lead counsd for Paintiff shal initiate a conference call between counsdls
for dl partieswho shall then confer regarding preparation of the Scheduling Order and
the content thereof. By agreement of dl counsdls, this conference may be conducted
in person at a locations to be agreed upon. Unless agreed otherwise, Counsdl for
Paintiff shal thereupon prepare the proposed Scheduling Order and submit same to
Counsds for al defendants within four (4) days thereafter. Counsd for Defendants
shall thereafter submit same to the Court no later than thirty (30) days following the



date of “ Service of an Answver”.

4. In sdecting gpplicable deadlines to be prescribed by the Scheduling Order, counsdls
for dl parties must congder the “Target Date” as designated by the Supreme Court.
Further, counsdls for dl parties should consider that al requests for continuances and
al request for extensons of the deadlines set forth in the Scheduling Order will require
ashowing of good cause.

5. Inthe event counsds for dl parties cannot agree on applicable deadlines to be
contained in the Scheduling Order, dl counsdls shall submit to the Court, no later than
twenty-sx (26) days after the date of “ Service of an Answer”, aproposed Scheduling
Order containing the deadlines which they propose for this case. In this Situation,
counsel should attach to the proposed Scheduling Order an Affidavit explaining the
disagreement between counsels regarding the proposed deadlines, as well as an
explanation as to why ther proposed deadlines are more gpplicable to this Stuation.

6. Inariving at the deadlines to be prescribed in the Scheduling Order, counsdls for dl
parties should congder the following as an initid guide:

a. Discovery Deadline 90 days from Service of an Answer,
pursuant to U.C.C.R. 1.10;

b. Joinder of Parties 45 days from Service of an answer;

b. Amendmentsto Pleadings 45 days from Service of an Answer;

c. Dedgnation of Experts 45 days from Service of an Answer;

d. Motions 120 days from Service of an Answer;

e. Digpostive Motions 150 days from Service of an Answer.

7. No new discovery shdl be commenced after acaseisset onthe Tria Docket except
by Order of the Court. (M.R.C.P. 16, 40)

RULE NO. 7. Filing and specid contents of pleadings. (Revised 11/01)

A.

All pleadings, accounts and other papersfiled in any action shall be mailed or delivered to
the Office of the Clerk of the gppropriate County, and not to the Court Administrator nor
to the Chancery Judge. Such pleadings shall conform to the paper size and margin
requirements set forth in the Rules and/or Tracking System of the Missssppi Supreme
Court governing transcriptsof judicia proceedings, and those which do not so comply shall
not be accepted or filed by the Clerk.

For the benefit and convenience of the Court and the Clerk, al documents (complaints,
answers, motions, judgments, discovery pleadings, etc.) shdl havetyped thereon the style
of the case and the case number (if a number has been previoudy assgned).

The Complaint/Petition and the Answer shdl include the complete physicd and mailing
address and telephone number of the party upon whose behalf such isfiled.

Every pleading or motion of a party represented by an attorney shal be Sgned by at least
one atorney of record in his individua name, and whose address and telephone number
shall also be stated. (M.R.C.P. 5and 11; U.C.C.R. 2.02)

RULE NO. 8. Preparation of process. (Revised 04/90)



All process shdl be prepared by the party requesting issuance of same, and presented to
the Clerk of the Court for issuance.

RULE NO. 9. Adminigtrative/Ex Parte matters. (Revised 11/01)

RULE NO. 10.

A

Adminigrative/Ex parte matters, or matters submitted on sworn pleadings not requiring
testimony, may be handled by mail, provided "FILED" stamped copies of the pleadings
and dl exhibits, and proof of sufficient process are included with the requested or
proposed Judgment or Order. Any correspondence by mail with the Court shdl include
an addressed and stamped envel ope for the Court's response, or return of said Judgment
or Order. (U.C.C.R. 7.02)

Preparation and submission of judgments and orders. (Adopted 11/01)
The Court shall designate the attorney to prepare dl judgments and orders of the Court.
The attorney designated to prepare the judgment or order shall submit same to counsdl
opposite who shdl sgn said judgment or order indicating gpprova of same as to form.
The purposefor thisisto | et the Court know that opposing counsdl has had the opportunity
to read the judgment or order and, while he may disagree with the ruling of the Court,
agrees that the judgment or order contains what the Court did in fact hold. When thereis
no opposite counse and the judgment or order is sent to the Court by mail, the
accompanying letter shal contain sufficient facts asto remind the Chancellor of the specific
case.
All agreed judgments or orders shdl be presented to the Court within ten (10) days from
the announcement of such agreement to the Court, failing in which, see Rule 10(c)(5)
below. All agreed judgments and orders shdl be signed by dl atorneysin such fashion as
to indicate their agreement with the adjudications contained therein.
Problems have arisen with regard to compliance with UCCR Rule 5.04 requiring that
judgments be presented to the Chancellor within ten (10) caendar days. In an effort to
avoid such problemsand to ensure compliance with UCCR 5.04, thefollowing procedure
for preparation and submission of judgments and order is hereby adopted by the Court.
1. Upon the completion of the hearing of any matter, the Court will designate which
attorney isto prepare the judgment or order.
2. The attorney designated by the Court to prepare the judgment or order shall
forward a proposed judgment or order to counsdl opposite, if any, within three days
fallowing the hearing. When there is no opposite counsel and the judgment or order
is sent to the Court by mall, the accompanying letter shdl contain sufficient factsasto
remind the Chancellor of the specific case.
3. Upon receipt of the proposed judgment or order, counsel opposite shdl
immediatdy review it and sign it, if correct, and send it to the Court, copying the
attorney who prepared same. 1f counsel opposite disagreeswith the form of the order
or judgment, he/she shdl immediately contact the attorney who prepared samein an
attempt to resolve the disagreement. If additiona time is absolutely necessary to
resolve this disagreement, counsel opposite shall advisethe Court prior to expiration
of theten (10) day period and obtain an extenson of time within which to submit the



judgment or order, but in no event shall such addition time exceed ten (10)
additional days.

4. If counsds are able to resolve the disagreement, an gppropriate judgment or order
shdl be forwarded to the Court within the ten (10) day period, plus any extension
alowed by the Court, not to exceed ten (10) additiond days. If counsels are unable
to resolve the disagreement, counsdl opposite shdl so notify the Court Administrator
prior to the expiration of the ten (10) day period, plus any extension of time
allowed by the Court. The Court Adminigtrator shdl then schedule the matter for
further hearings for the purpose of entry of ajudgment or order. Such hearing for the
entry of an appropriate judgment or order shal be scheduled as soon as possible, but
in no event later than twenty (20) days following the date of the hearing at which the
Court directed the preparation of the judgment or order. Notice of such hearing, in
ubstantia conformity with form CA.10C4.100, shal be provided to both counsalsby
the Court Administrator. Both counsd are required to personaly appear before the
Court at such hearing and to present to the Court a proposed judgment or order.

5. If thejudgment or order isnot presented to the Court within the ten (10) day period
alowed, plus any extenson of time granted by the Court, and neither attorney has
contacted the Court Administrator to have the matter set for hearing for the purpose
of entry of ajudgment or order, the Court will enter an ORDER TO SHOW
CAUSE in subgtantiad conformity with Form CT.10C5.100 directing that both
attorneys persondly appear before the Court to show cause why they should not be
held in contempt of Court and assessed cost and expenses, if gppropriate.

RULE NO. 11. Willful violation of rules congtitutes contempt. (Revised 04/90)
Any willful violaionof theserulesshdl congtitute contempt of Court, for which any person
may be fined and/or imprisoned in the County jall



.
RULES CONCERNING DOMESTIC RELATIONSMATTERS

RULE NO. 12. Full financid information in domestic rel ations matters.(Revised 11/01)

A.

In dl domestic case wherein economic issues and/or property division has been plead, the
parties and their atorneys shal comply with Rule 8.05, Uniform Chancery Court Rules.
Eachparty shdl providethe opposite party or counsd, if known, thefollowing disclosures:
1 A detaled written statement of actua income and expenses and assats and ligbilities
in the forms proscribed by Rule 8.05, Uniform Chancery Court Rules;
2 Copiesof the preceding year's Federal and State Income Tax returns, in full form as
filed, or copies of W-2'sif the return has not yet been filed;
3 A gened satement of the providing party describing employment history and earnings
fromtheinception of the marriage or from the date of divorce, whichever isapplicable.
The party providing the required written statement shal immediately file a Certificate of
Compliance, in the form contained in Rule 8.05 with the Chancery Clerk for filing in the
Court file.
These voluntary disclosures shdl be made by Plantiff not later than the time that the
Defendant’ s Answer isdue, and by the Defendant at thetime that the Defendant’ s Answer
is due but not later than 45 days from the date of the filing of the commencing pleading, if
discovery was filed with the commencing pleading.
If the origind consderation of the matter by the Court is in the form of a Temporary
Hearing or Contempt Hearing, such financid information shal be furnished to the Court
and to opposing counsd as soon as Court convenes on the date of the hearing; except that,
in contempt cases, Plaintiff need not submit full financid information.

RULE NO. 13. Family Support Act of 1988--Findings of fact. (Revised 04/90)

support obligations shal be consdered by the Court, dong with those items of
congderation heretofore enumerated by the Supreme Court, in al cases wherein child
support isawarded or modified, whether such award be by agreement or by opinion of the
Court. In dl actions in which § 43-19-101, Mississippi Code of 1972, as amended is
gpplicable, any party who requests a variance from the guidelines enumerated therein,
ether by way of increase or decrease, should present to the Court, at the time of the
hearing, proposed written findings of factsasto why the gpplication of the guidelineswould
be unjust or ingppropriate in that particular case. Such proposed written findings may be
in the form of a proposed Judgment containing the reasons for deviation.

RULE NO. 14. Appointment of vauation expert. (Adopted 11/01)

A.

In dl domestic case wherein equitable divison of marital property is at issue, the Court
mugt, prior to making the equitable divison, determine the fair market vaue of dl marita
assets. Fergusonv Ferguson, 639 So.2d 921 (Miss. 1994). The partiesare encouraged




to negotiate a reasonable agreement as to the value of each separate item of marital
property, if possible. Anagreement, Signed by both partiesand their counsdls, setting forth
the agreement of the parties asto the vaue of any or dl marita assets should befiled with
the Clerk no later than the deadline for designation of experts.

The falure by counsd for Flantiff to notify the Court of theinability of the partiesto agree
asto the value of dl items of marital property by the deadline for designation of experts
ghdll be treated as a contempt of Court.
In the event the Court elects to appoint experts to value any or al marita property, an
Order Appointing MRE 706 Experts in substantiad conformity with Form CT.14C.100
shdl be entered. The Order shdl provide that the compensation for such experts shall be
paid by the partiesin such proportion and a such time asthe Court directs, and thereafter
charged inlikemanner asother cost. The partieswill berequired to deposit with the Court
auffident fundsto cover the anticipated cost thereof. The specific amountsto be deposited
by each party shdl be considered by the Court at the hearing noticed by the Order to
Show Cause. M.R.E. 706(b).
Alternatively, in order to expedite the process of securing an Expert pursuant to M.R.E.
706, the parties may agree to the appointment of an expert by the Court by the execution
of an Agreed Order For Court Appointed Experts in substantid conformity with Form
CT.14D.100. The Court will thereafter sdlect the name of the experts and the amount to
be deposited by each party to be inserted in the Order.
Upon the appoint of an expert by the Court, an Amended Scheduling Order shdl be
entered extending the deadline for designation of experts and completion of discovery.
Nothing contained herein shal limit theright of either party to retain an expert of their own.

RULE NO. 15. Edtates, Guardianships and Conservatorships. (Adopted 11/01)

shdl complete and file a Probate Worksheet in substantial conformity with Form
CL.15A1.100. Intheevent any information contained on said Probate Worksheet
shdl change prior to the closing of such estate, guardianship or conservatorship, the
attorney and the Fiduciary shdl file with the Clerk an Amended Probate Worksheet
within ten (10) days of such changed circumstances. Failure of the attorney or the
Fiduciary to file such Probate Worksheet or any required Amendments thereto shdl
conditute a contempt of Court, and shal subject the attorney and Fiduciary to
removd, fineand/or incarceration, as gppropriate, in the sound discretion of the Court.

B. Bonds required in estate matters

Pursuant to § 91-7-67, Miss.Code.Ann., unless the requirement for bond is waived
inaproperty probated last will and testament, bond in any estate may only be waived
if the adminigtrator is the decedent's sole helir or if dl the heirs are competent and
present their sworn petition to waive or reduce such bond.

Unless properly waived, bond should be established in an amount at least equd to the
vaue of the estate. (891-7-41). Asthe Court has no basis upon which to gauge the
vdue of an edate a the time of the entry of an Order opening same, it is the
responsibility of the Attorney to include in the origind Petition a Satement as to the
vaue of the estate s as to alow for the establishment of an appropriate bond.

If bond has not been properly waived, it isthe responsibility of the atorney to advise
the Court if, a any time, the value of the estate exceeds the bond posted by the
fidudary.

C. Annua accountings required.

Annud accountings are required in dl estate matters unless property waived or

pretermitted by the Court upon proper petition therefor.

In order to insure the proper and timely filing of accountings by dl fiduciariesand their

attorneys, the Court hereby adopts the following procedure:

a Upontheentry of any Judgment or Order gppointing afiduciary in any edtate, a
Notice of Due Date of Accounting in substantial conformity with Form
CL.15C2a.100 shal be mailed by the Clerk to each fiduciary and the fiduciary's
attorney notifying them that the first annua accounting is due one year from the
date such etate is opened.

b Theredafter, each year in which an accounting is due, aNotice of Accounting Due
in subgtantial conformity with Form CL.15C2b.100 shdl be mailed by the Clerk
to each fiduciary and the fiduciary's attorney notifying them of the month in which
an accounting is due. Such Notice shdl be mailed at least thirty (30) days prior
to the due date of the accounting.



¢ TheClek shdl determinein the month following the month in which an accounting
is due the identity of eech filein which thefiduciary and attorney havefailed tofile
an accounting or falled to have the accounting excused or deferred in writing by
the Court. Such information shal be provided by the Clerk to the Court
Adminigrator, who shdl bring same to the attention of the Court.

d AnOrder To Show Causefor falureto file the accounting in shal thereupon issue
to such derdlict, fiduciary and attorney citing them to appear before the Court at
atime and date certain to show cause why such accounting was not filed and for
the Court to consider whether the fiduciary and attorney should be fined and
removed for such falure, and to consder such further action as the Court may
deem appropriate. Such Order to Show Cause shdl bein substantia conformity
with Form CT.15C2d.100.

e Attorneys and fiduciariesdesring to defer an accounting shdl present to the Court
awritten Motion setting forth the reason such deferment is appropriate. Attached
to such written request shd| be the proposed Court order granting such deferment
of annud accountings.

f  Absent compelling reason therefor, no such deferment of annua accountings will
be granted in any estate in which regular withdrawas are made or anticipated.
